plan of the Russians to abandon all 
of the southern .end of Manchuria, 
with the exception of Port Arthur. 
The removal of tho 
BIIIIM from . UK 


fortifications erected at KIn-Clmu nud 
the destruction of Port Dalny were 
primarily for the purposo of concen- 
trating the entire Russian force, at 
Port Artiiui. 


If the men and guns were scattered, 


tho effect would have been to dis- 
tribute the means of defense of. the 
fortress over a number of 
points 


strategically weak. 
The destruction 


of. Dalny was the rcsultvof no sudden 
lotcrmlnatlon, but wusv duo to 
the 


[irobubllity that a force attempting to 
lold this place could bo separated 
'rora Port Arthur nnd captured, thus 
ntllctlng further loss of prestige to 
the RiiHRlntiH, which could not be per- 
mitted nt this time. 
' 


Japanese In Control. 


To defend the whole of tho south- 


;rn end of the Llao Tung- peninsula 
t would have been necessary to have 
an army equal to that which tho Jap- 
anese could have landed. 


Advices received by tho 
general 


itnff show that tho Japanese are prac- 
tically masters of all of the southern 
end of Llao Tung peninsula, save Port 
\rthur nnd the. territory commanded 
>y ltn guns. This result, so promptly 
iraught about. Is due to the failure 
of the Russians to make opposition 
of any consequence to the Japanese ' 
advance.

saw him on different own- 


Blonsi One of them hud shared Napo- 
leon's school life nt the military wih 
lege of Brlonno. This was Hourt'Ietine, 
who sori-od the First Consul nn private 
secretary up to J80l>. 
According to 


Bourrlenne, Nnpoleon'H appearance was 
noteworthy In boyhood. He snys: 
' "When at Brlmine, Bonaparte wns re- 
markable for the1' dnrlc color of his 
complexion (which subsequently the 
cnmnte of Franco somewhat changed), 
for hlB-pierclng nnd scrutinizing glance 
and for the style of Ills conversation." 


Writing of Napoleon about the tlmo 


he mutinied thn reins of power ns first 
consul, -Bourrlcnne says: ' 


"Bonaparte was now In the prime of 


life and about thirty. The person of 
Bonaparte has served as a model for 
tho most skillful pnlntprs nnd sculp- 
tors, many nbln French artists have 
successfully drllneiitrd his features, 
nnd yet It may bo said that no perfect- 
ly faithful portrait of bin exists. HI* 
Qnnly shaped head, his superb fore- 
hpml.; his 'pale countenance nnd his 
.usual meditative look Imvc been trans- 
ferred to the cnnvos, but tlio versatility 
of his expression won beyond tlip. ivnch 
of imitation. All tho various workings 
of his mthd were Instantaneously de- 
pleted jn' his- countenance, nnd his 


mouth, whleli Is thin lipped, becomes 
agreeable when lie laughs. The tenth 
aro regular.. His chin Is short, nnd bin 
Jaw heavy and square. He bus well 
formed hand* and feet. I mention them 
particularly because lie thought u good 
deal of thpiii. 


"He 1ms an habitual slight stoop. His 


eyes arc dull, giving, to his face when 
In repose a melancholy mid meditative 
expression. When be Is excited with 
anger, his looks are floiro ami menac- 
ing. Laughter becomes him.. It makes 
him look more youthful and less for- 
midable. It Is (llillcult not to like him 
when he laughs, bin countenance Im- 
proves so nnieli. He wan-always sim- 
ple In his dress. • 


"I have said there was n sort of fas- 


cination' In the smile of Bonnpnrte. lint 
during till the time I was In tbo habit 
of seeing him he rarely put/forth that 
charm. Gravity wns the foundation of 
bin character—not the gravity of n dig- 
nified nnd noble manner, but that 
which arises from' profound thought. 
In his youth he was n dreamer, later 
In JITc he became n moody nnd later 
still nn habitually 111 tempered mini."
